Germany could not or would 

not pay anything like the reparations total fixed by the 

Versailles Treaty. He appealed to the practical senso 

of Americans to determice what, if any, allied debts to 

America could not be collected and ebould be written 
off in order to quit fooling oursclves,” 

Mr. Lamont declared that Europe was ‘meuding 
economically, notwithstanding the stormy politi-al 
situation. f 

TARIFF LAW CRITICISED., 

Mr. Lamont alao criticised the American tariff law 
which protects industries not requiring protection while 
cutting off important foreign markets from the manu: 
factarers and farmeis. America was recovering from 
business depreesion, though low prices of farm produce, 
strikes, tariff, interallied loans, and raparations were 
still standing in the path of full prosperity, 

Mr. Herrick, American Ambassador to France, 
speaking at the-same mecting, predicted that within o 
year America would formulate a programma leading to 
the rejuvenation of Europe.

THE ASCENT OF LAW. 


“LORD SHAW ON ITS 
EVOLUTION. 


Lord Shaw was the guest cf the 
American Bar Arsocistion at their 
annual meeting at Sau Francisco tast 
month. His address dealt with th- 
development of the law in the United 
States, and ¢ intinued :— 

On the criminal side your tusk is 
not complete. Race, cclour, the 
memory of oppressi.r—these are 
very real things to be aucdenly let 
Isose in a citizenship of freedem. 
They leave the lawyer and the rea- 
soning citiz:n an irksome buto high 
an{ responsible duty. That duty is 
to save liberty and ‘order olike by 
thet equal hand and that noble and 
reaulute Leating of  just’ce itself 
which are shown by respect and true 
fealty to the regular administration 
of the law. Every man his owi 
avenger! the sudden ferocities of 
lyuch law! Wherever the English 
songue is spoken the ground is‘ too 
sacred for that; wherever free men 
reason together jurisprudence renders 
to justice a siacerer and more stately 
homoge. © 

A Iceser, but yet qu'te notable, ex: 
tension of the range of Jaw hos 
occurred in the emancipation of wo- 
men. I presume that you have. as 
we bave, Married Womens Property 
Acta with their sequels, social and 
legal. Tho case, however, iz not hero 
the same as with tho.enfranchisem: nt 
of the slave; it ia not he eubstitution 
of the law of cuntract for the law of 
status; it is their reconciliation with 
leach other. I daresay you find the 
contract aide of it rot unmanageable, 
but, on the status side, how you get 
along with the variety of State Jaw 
and State Icgislation on the eubject. 
eay, of divorce, ‘and still keep your 
hinds and are sble to attend to 
business—this fills me with wonder. 
T know how difficult it is to harmonie 
State laws. England has been trying 
for a generation to approximato to the 
decent, sensiblo, ensily working law of 
Scotland in this department of the 
matrimonis] relationa, and as yet t 
has foiled. OJ all the forms of amour 
thu one which is most ridiculourly 
hard to accommcdate is amour propre, 
This is certainly ao among 8 atox and 
nations; and legol. reform which 

ints to homogeneity is:af (he 
derided aud nispect; Menatime, 
rango of your tases for all professional 
jbrethren who practien .pod advisg 
must be. immenstly inereseed by 
|Rome-inade’d ficulties, And ‘these, 
‘Tshould reckon,” bring in their train 

a the re; 
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gions of domicile and succession. Is. 
the hermonieing of your laws of 
status a vein dream for. the United) 
States, an objectionable or impractic 
able idea ? 

REASON AND FORCE, 

Let us procecd, however, to con- 
\uider quite another ond a very 
different topic, and go approach the 
high region. Not correlations now, 
but collisions, Not correlations of 
ideas, but collisions of method. Tere 
isno blending, no co-ordinatian, no 
compromise. It ia war to the knife— 
war between the method of force on 
the one hand and the mothod o! 
reason un the other, Reason and force 
gince the world began have been in 
grips. When the former has prevail- 
ed the maietty of the Jaw haa been 
justified, When “the latter has pre-| 
vailed civilieation hes been wounded, : 
the catimate of human life bas been | 
lowera:l, theachievementa of mauki d 
have been destroyed, and law itself 
hos fallen from ita high estate, 
dethroced, brutalised and then 
{rample 1 underfoot. 

Tn every rango of law, from tha, 
humblest to the higheat, this operates, 
When the superior in pusition, in in- 
fluence, in numbers, in adherents, or 
in rank tokes the lawin'o bis own 
hands, then the insistence of the 
domination of force o'er reazon is 
promptly illustrated, and the private 
wrovg calls aloud for legal redras, 
But the rejection of the domination 
of force, ‘the taking of low into its 
own band, applies not to individuals 
alone and- on tha higher .range to 
classes of society. bat it applies atill 
higher: all nations, sooner or Inter 
who in this collieiun between iorce 
aud law prefer domination an‘ 


power, come to o misernble «nd, | 


they, that use tho sword perish 
by the sword. Law reached up to 
this bigher level, and as the years re 
forward will do so with a greater ard 
greater majesty of command; nnd 
justice, still the reconciler, will err. 
its principles with it inte that highest. 
yange adjuting force asa salvent al 
disputes npholding the way ct ren on 
avd aking the aid of great laweer 15 
ite ministers. 

Bo we came to realiso that the div 
ponsing of justice ia n> despot’n he 
hest but is part, as I ray, of the 
ministry of teason in the affaira of

kind ot thie hour. It is conuected 
with the advance -of science. Never 
since the world began bad force, brat- 
ality, ond anarcby auch a0 opport+ 
unity. War. with all its eacrifice, has! 
not been too dear if it open the eyes | 
of mankind to the appalling gravity 
of continuing in the worship of forca 
and of further defying the governance 
of reason, A new ero opens to man- 
kind. If you conceive ot international 
law o binding all nations, then intcr- 
notional law—I epeak it with sorrow 
but conviction—internatioaal Jaw is 
in ruins. Feree under immoral or 
non-moral control can, we know, undo, 
and has undone, the humanest con- 
venticns of the ages. And o destruc 
tion can now be accomplished in tke 
course of mizutes which will over- 
throw the achievements of mankind 
built up in the course of centuries. 
The earth is affrighted. 


Men, unlees reaeon ond the arbitra- 
ment of juetice be reasserted oo tho 
earth, will hide beneath the ground on 
which the rains of human happiness 
hav. keen overthrown, Doyou think 
the picture overdrawn ?
